Abandoning by the state of com­ 
pulsory motor vehicle inspection this 
year places the burden of proof for 
safe mechanism in the car more 
squarely than ever on the shoulders 
of the owner, the Pennsylvania mo­ 
tor federation, state unit of the A. 
A. A., announced today. 
“This move by the state makes It 
all the more necessary for the owner 
and driver of a motor vehicle to see 
to it that his vehicle Is In safe me­ 
chanical condition,” said 8. Edward 
Gable, president of the federation. 
“Properly functioning mechanism bs 
a ’’Ital thing in highway safety, and 
the motor code and supplemental 
regulations promulgated by the sec­ 
retary of highways t provide that 
brakes must measure up to certain 
standards at all times, that lights 
must be properly adjusted, that the 
windshield wiper and horn are O. K , 
and that the steering mechanism is 
safe.” 
Patrol on W atch 
Mr. Gable said he understands 
that, in view of abandoning the 
compulsory inspection, the motor pa­ 
trol and other officers will be In­ 
structed to keep a close watch for 
vehicles not up to required mechan­ 
ical standards and enforce rigidly 
the regulations regarding brakes, 
lights, steering gear, etc. "A car in­ 
spected a month, or even a week ago 
may not measure up today to the re­ 
quirements of safety, and of the 
law,” he explained. 
“A light bulb 
may have burned out, a brake lin­ 
ing may have been scorched, or one 
of numerous other possible mechan­ 
ical defects may have developed. It 
is against such as these that the car 
owner must guard at all tunes, and 
especially so now since he cannot 
depend on the compulsory Inspec­ 
tion this fail to bring to light the 
defects. 
“A glance at the headlights will 
tell if they are not functioning prop­ 
erly. And as for the rest, the driver 
surely knows when 
the steering 
mechanism is not wlvat it should be, 
or when the brakes don't hold as 
they should, or when the horn or 
the windshield wiper are out of com­ 
mission. Each and every car owner 
can inspect his own vehicle—and not 
not only once or twice a year, but 
every time he takes Hie vehicle on 
the highway. 
Of course merely 
knowing that the mechanism is not 
what it should be bs not enough. 
Immediate steps should be taken to 
correct conditions, so as to Insure 
the safety not only of those who 
drive in the car in question, but of 
all others (Mi the streets and high­ 
ways over which this vehicle travels. 
Burden On Owner 
“The burden of proof for safe 
mechanism In the car routs more 
squarely than ever on the shoulders 
of the owner and driver this year. 
for he won t be abit* to place the re­ 
sponsibility for faulty mechanism 
on the mechanic who pasted an ‘In­ 
spected and Approved ik lw r tm his 
windshield. The brunt of whatever 
law* violation or life, limb or prop­ 
erty loss may be cau.*ied by faulty 
mechanism will fall directly upon 
tile owner of the vehicle.”

high school preparation, the depart­ 
m ent of public instruction will make 
possible, beginning in September, a 
way by which they may continue 
their preparation until they have 
secured the four years of post high 
school training which is becoming 
the desirable preparation 
for all 
teachers in both the elem entary and 
the 
secondary field, officials an ­ 
nounced today. 
To meet the demand of these 
teachers extension courses will be 
offered in various school districts 
by certain accredited colleges and 
all the state teachers’ colleges. Each 
course 
will be approved 
by the 
teacher bureau, departm ent of pub­ 
lic instruction, for the certification 
of teachers where it is specifically 
designed to meet the needs of the 
teacher and the school district in 
which the courses are given. 
The state council of education has

First Time In Four Years 
State Will Exact Heavy 
Penalty On 4 At One Time. 


Bellefonte, Aug. 15 (A P )—For the 
first time in four years four con­ 
demned slayers will be executed in 
a single day in the electric chair at 
Rockvtew penitentiary. 
On Monday morning Carl Crow’. 
Frank Cantina. Frank Powell and 
Joseph Parsl, all of Cambria coun­ 
ty, will be executed for the killing 
of Louis Hoffman on his fathers 
farm, nine miles from Johnstown, on 
July 14. 1928. On March 7. 1927. the 
four Olney bank bandits were ex­ 
ecuted at the Rockview penitentiary. 
A respite from Governor Pinchot 
Is the only possible means of stay­ 
ing Monday’s executions as all* legal 
appeals possible under Pennsylvania 
law have been used by the con­ 
demned men’s attorneys in an ef­ 
fort to prevent their being put to 
death. 
Board R ejects Plea 
After the state board of pardons 
had declined to recommend clem­ 
ency for the four men an appeal for 
a new trial was taken to the su­ 
preme court. 
The appellate court 
issued a rule on the Cambria county 
court to show* cause why a new trial 
should not be granted. 
Last week 
1 the Cambria county court en banc 
decreed that the new evidence pre­ 
sented by the condemned men s a t­ 
torneys was insufficient to warrant 
a new trial. 
Almost two years after Hoffman 
was slain five men were arrested for 
the murder. 
They were Tony Po- 
lumbo and the four men under sen­ 
tence to be executed. Polumbo. who 
was the first to be tried, was con­ 
victed of first degree murder with 
a recommendation for life imprison­ 
ment.
